Madam  Chairman,  Madam  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

During  the  year  2616  vessels  entered  the  harbour  with  a  total  of 
1,083,273  net  registered  tons.  The  actual  figures  are:- 

703  vessels  (including  43  yachts  and  9  H.M.  ships)  from 
foreign  ports  (192,441  n.r.t.) 

1,913  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (890,832  n.r.t.) 

This  shows  an  increase  of  110  vessels  (22,157  n.r.t.)  from 
foreign  ports  and  93  vessels  (32,244  n.r.t.)  from  coastwise  ports. 

666  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  970  vessels  from  coastwise  ports 
were  inspected.  There  were  no  informal  notices  served,  minor  defects 
noted  being  remedied  by  verbal  notice  to  the  master  of  the  vessel 
concerned. 

Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  both  in  this  country  and  on  the 
continent  a  very  strict  watch  was  kept  on  all  ships  crews  and  where 
necessary  any  members  of  the  ships  crews  were  vaccinated.  The  water- 
guard  officers  of  H.M.  Customs  were  vaccinated  as  were  the  members  of 
the  Shipping  Agents  and  Harbour  Trustees  staff  who  came  into  contact 
with  the  ships . 

Rodent  Control. 

All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  were  searched  during  and  on  completion 
of  discharge.  A  slight  infestation  by  mice  in  the  inner  lay  by  sheds 
was  dealt  with  by  the  Southwick  Council’s  Rodent  Operator.  Seventy  seven 
de  ratting  exemption  certificates  and  eleven  rodent  control  certificates 
were  issued. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

One  steam  yacht  was  cautioned  for  excessive  emission  of  smoke.
